Mtiylene is an island in the Aagcan 


Sea near the coast of Asia Minor, be- 
longing to Turkey. When the Medi- 
terranean squadron was divided and 
part sent to Turkish waters it was an- 
nounced that Mitylene would be the 
first point touched at, and that some 
Smyrnia Jaffa

There is no such thing as in- 
suring jewelry in show windows. Had 
1 carried the display in the_ safe at 
night I could have gotten burglar in-< 
surance, but there is no allowance for 
goods in show windows. The entlrg 
window contained about $60,QOO worth 
of stock. I was warned against rob- 
bers, but felt secure. I had .a night 
watchman and there are 1,0,00 sma\l 
electric lights besides three, big ajc 
lights in front of my store* The lights 
burn all night and were burning when 
the robbery occurred."

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THE COST OF ADMIRAL SCHLEY'S 


TRIAL. 


The word "trial" is used advisedly 


In reference to the cost of the naval 
court of inquiry now in session inves- 
tigating the matters connected with 
the sea battle of Santiago. The con- 
spirators in the navy department have 
made it a trial of Admiral Schley 
far as they had the cunning and the 
power—as much so as if he had been 
resting under actual charges. 


It is stated that the trial will cost 


Admiral Schley not less than $20,000. 
Jt is understood that his payments to 
his counsel will not be as large as in 
ordinary cases and may be merely 
nominal. All the lawyers on his side 
of the case, including the late Judge 
Wilson, 
were 
his 
close 
personal 


friends, and as they knew from the 
start that he was not a rich man their 
charges, if any, will be moderate. But 
other expenses will be immense. 


It is shocking to contemplate some 


of the features of the Schley case. He 
is a veteran of the navy with a dis- 
tinguished record for over forty years 


He rendered valuable service in the 


civil war when he had just graduated 
from the naval academy. In 1865 he 
participated in the suppression of a 
coolie insurrection on Chincha islands 
off the coast of Peru, where our gov- 
ernment 
was 
called on to protect 


American investors in large guano de- 
posits. ' In the same year -he landed 
with a body of marines on the coast 
of San Salvador to guard the interests 
ot American traders in the town of 
La Union, the scene of a revolution. 
In 1872 he was with the Pacific squad- 
ron which assisted in quelling the 
Corean outbreak against the treaty 
powers. In 1876 he was sent in the 
Essex to the south seas in quest of a 
missing seal vessel and rescued the 
shipwrecked crew from the scene of 
their sufferings on an antarctic island. 
In 1884 he was in command of the re- 
lief expedition which brought Greely 
and his band of actic adventurers 
through 1,400 miles of icy seas back to 
civilization. Other events of his lifp 
are of recent history. 


"By the malicious intrigues of 
the 


navy department clique, conniving 
with Admiral Sampson, there was an 
attempt to rob Admiral Schley of the 
laurels which he gained at Santiago, 
where his victory was one of the 
greatest ever gained on the ocean. 


The discussion which followed in-

He should not be forced to bear the

Sornby, of the Tribune, moved his, 
warship broadside to the hill, a quar- 
ter of a mile away, along which the 
American tents lay, and sent word for 
the commanding oflicer to meet him. 
'apt. Pickett ordered his company to 
arms and sent word to the Englishmen 
that if a meeting was desired, he 
could be found in his tent. Capt. Horn- 
by then came in person and ordered 
Pickett to leave, which Pickett refus- 
ed to do.

Editor Medical World:—I have read 


with mingled interest, amusement and 
indignation,

pondence which ran through so many 
numbers of your valuable journal ton 
the diagnosis of smallpox, last winte^ 
and spring. It has been interesting as 
showing how wide-spread the present 
epidemic of this disease has 
been 


From north, east, west and south, 
from Canada to Mexico, from Phila- 
delphia to San Francisco, have your 
busy contributors written, giving free- 
ly of their experience 
and of their 


opinions. But it has been still more 
interesting--as demonstrating the fact 
that everywhere it has made its ap- 
pearance, it has uniformly presented 
the same mild type, so mild as to 
throw many practitioners, perhaps a 
majority of them, oft their guard. In 
fact, the failure of the family physi- 
cian to recognize his first cases has 
been responsible for ttie rapid and un- 
usual extension of the infection. Mild 
epidemics of variola, or more properly 
speaking, epidemics of mild variola 
are not only nothing 
new. but are 


mentioned in all systematic works on 
the practice of medicine. I have in 
my library a treatise on practice by 
the Court Physician of Austria, pub- 
lished a little more than a hundred 
years ago. About one-third of the en- 
tire work is devoted to smallpox alone, 
showing the important position which 
this disease occupied in the mind ol 
the average practitioner of that day. 
Just about such a form as we are now 
becoming familiar with is described 
in this book.

ing it to be chickenpox, impetigo con- 
tagiosa, or "Cuban Itch." And the 
trouble is that each of these ignora- 
muses has his following, and unsettles 
the minds of a considerable number 
of persons in his immediate neighbor- 
hood, thus preventing the adoption of 
the necessary precautions. 


As was sagiciously predicted by Dr. 


William M. Welch, in his report to 
the State Board of Health on the out- 
break in Allegheny County, Pa., it 
is not to be expected that in our cli- 
mate the virus will preserve its mild 
characteristics. 
Already in the City 


of Philadelphia the death rate has dur- 
ing the past month reached over 14 
per cent of the cases reported, while 
during the early part of the epidemic 
throughout the state it was less than 
3 per cent. Owing to the intelligent 
appreciation of the situation by the 
general public, and the energetic and 
wise measures adopted by the Board 
of Health of Philadelphia, I do not 
apprehend any great increase in the 
number of cases, but the probability 
is that, as the infection is fairly well 
distributed over tfie city, we shall have 
it present with us to some extent all 
winter. 
The inclosed circulars will 


indicate what steps the State Board of 
Health has been taking to suppress the 
outbreak. You may find something in 
them that will interest your readers.
